Harrisburg, May ~Z2.—A bill appro- 


priating $200,000 for the purpose of 
deepening the channel of the Delaware 
river from the Philadelphia to the Del- 
aware state line and for improving the 
Philadelphia harbor was introduced ia 
the house yesterday by Mr. Jones, of 
Philadelphia. 


A bill was introduced by Mr. James, 


of Lackawanna, amending the factory 
inspection act of 1893,- so as to fix tie 
hours of labor for minors in manufac- 
turing establishments at nine hours 
daily. 
The bill providing for an "engineers' 


and firemen's examining board" in the 
•various counties for the examination of 
applicants for engineers and firemen In 
and around any mine breaker, engine 
house or other building where boilers 
are used for generating steam of more 
than 40 horsepower, was defeated. 


In the senate last night the house 


factory Inspectors' bill was defeated 
irhftn it came up for final passage, but 
the vote by which it failed was recon- 
sidered and the bill was placed oa the 
postponed calendar.

bill, which has passed the house, -was 
passed by a vote of 40 to 1, Mr. Magee, 
of Allegheny, voth*s ayainst It. MV 
Muehlbronner, of Allegheny, who Is 'a 
manufacturer of oleomargarine, did 
not vote. The bill prohibits the man- 
Tifacture and sale of oleomargarine, 
butterine and other similar products 
when colored in imitation of butter, 
and provides for the payment of a li- 
cense fee for the sale of the uncclored 
product. 
The bill increasing the number of 


anthracite mine inspectors from eight 
to 16 and providing for their election 
by the people of anthracite counties 
was amended by Mr. Vaughn, of Lack- 
awanna, and laid over for printing. 
The amendments reduce the terms of 
the Inspectors from five to three years 
and in several other respects place the 
bill in its original state.

GOVERNMENT LOSSS ONE CASE. 


Cuties Ccllcctsd Before ths Passage of 


the Porto Rican Act Must Be Return- |

Washington, May 28. — In the United j 


States supreme court yeszc-rday opin- j 
ions were handed down iu all i>ci two \ 
of the cases before that court iavolv- | 
ing tlie relation of the United States i 
to its insular „ ,. - 
^:o>:». 
The two j 


cases in which no coL-clua'cn was an- 
nounced were chose known as the 14 
diamond rings case and the second of 
the Dooley cases. The undecided Doo- 
ley case deals v.-ith a phase ot" the Por- 
to Rican question, and tiie diamond 
rings case involves the right to the 
free importation ot" merchandise from 
the Philippines to the United States. 


Of the several cases decided yester- 


day the two which attracted the great- 
est share of attention from the court 
were what is known as the De Lima 
case and that known as the Downes i 
case, and of these two the opinion in 
the Downes case is considered the 
most far reaching, as it affects our fu- 
ture relations, whereas the De Lima I 
case dealt with a transitional phase 
of our insular relations. 
The court 


was very evenly divided on both cases. 
but political lines were not at all con- 
trolling. 


The De Lima case involved the pow- j 


er of the government to collect a duty j 
on goods imported into the United 
States from Porto Rico after the rati- 
fication of the treaty of Paris and he- 
fore the passage of the Porto Rican 
act. The court said the government's 
contention in this case was substan- 
tially a claim that Porto Rico is foreign 
territory. The court held that the po- 
sition was not well taken; that Porto 
Rico was not at the time foreign ter- 
ritory, and that therefore the duty 
which had been collected must be re- 
turned. 


The Downes case dealt with, the le- 


gality of the exaction of duties on 
goods imported from Porto Hico Into 
New York after the passage of the For- 
aker act providing for a duty upon 
goods shipped from the United States 
into Porto Rico and also on those ship- 
ped from Porto Rico to the United 
States. In this case the court held that 
such exaction was legal and constitu- 
tional. 


The point of the two opinions consid- 


ered collectively is that Porto Rico 
was never after the acquisition of that 
island foreign territory; that until con- 
gress acted upon the question no duty 
could be collected, but that as soon 
as congress outlined a method of con- 
trolling the island's revenues that ac- 
tion became binding: in other words, 
that congress has power under the con- 
stitution to prescribe the manner of 
collecting the revenues of the coun- 
try's insular possessions, and has the 
right to lay a duty on goods imported 
into OUT insular possession from the 
United States or exported from them 
into the United States. It holds in 
brief that for taxation purposes they 
are not a part. of the United States to 
the extent that goods shipped between 
their ports and tee United States are 
entitled to the same treatment as 
though they were shipped between 
New Yorkind 


TB. the "usitea States, duties on Ha- 
waiian imports being involved. In 
these two cases the De Lima decision 
•was followed and assessment of duties 
prior to enactment of legislation for j 
the islands held illegal. 


The assessment 01 duties was partly 


sustained and partly upsjr in the cases 
01 Dooley and Arms^rc;;g is. the I'r.i- 
tec States. The duties were held legal 
when mace during ii.i-ii.iry occupation 
of Porto Rico and prior to ratification 
of the peace treaty, but illegal when 
levied after the peace treaty, I'.:: irOr 
to passage of the Foraker act. 


The supreme court decided what is 


known as iL-_- lluus case, involving the 
question whether vessels plying be- 
tv.-eon Porto Rico and New York were 
ensured in the coasting trade. The 
court's decision held they were so en- 
gaged. 


Killed Twenty-one Men and Seri- 


ously Injured Nine Others. 


MOST OF THE INJURED WILL DIE. 


Disaster Was Caused by Firing Off 


• Dynamite Cartridge, Which Imme- 
diately Ignited the Dust—Most of the 
Victims Leave Families. 
Dayton, Tenn.. May 28.—At the Rich- 


land mine of the Dayton Coal and Iron 
company, two miles from Dayton, yes- 
terday afternoon a terrific explosion of 
gas. formed by the collection of coai 
dust, resulted in the death of 21 men. 
all white, and most of them married 
and with families. The explosion was 
caused by what is known among min- 
ers as a "blown blast." It is the cus- 
tom of the miners to place blasts and 
fire them off at quitting time each af- 
ternoon, leaving the coal thus thrown 
down to he loaded and hauled from the 
mine the next morning.

The Richland mine is destitute of 


water, and hence great volumes of fine 
particles of coal dust, invisible to the 
caked eye, accumulate at the roof of 
the mine, forming a highly inflam- 
mable gas. Yesterday afternoon at 
exactly 4:30 o'clock a dynamite cart- 
ridge was placed in position in one of 
the rooms for a blast- The miners had 
just started for the mouth of the mlne. 
The blast did not explode as intended, 
but instead a long flame shot out of 
the blast hole and ignited this accumu- 
lation of dust Instantly a terrific ex- 
plosion occurred and a seething mass 
of flame shot to the mouth of the mine 
and extended 300 feet Into the open air, 
scorching the leaves from the nearby 
trees. There were 34 men In the mine 
at the time. Four of these escaped 
with slight injuries. Twenty-one were 
killed and nine were terribly burned, 
most of them fatally. 


The force of the explosion caused

Tne New York World IB authority for 
he astounding statement that a New 
York judge has just made a record dis- 
posing of lid divorces in twenty hoars. 
The world mournfully admits that the 
divorce evil is rapidly growing more 
popular and continues: 


"The returns of 1890, the latest ire 


have, showed that in that Tear two in 
every 2,072 of our population were di- 
vorced persons; that 3,402 persons were 
-divoced in the state of Massachusetts 
alone, and that the total number of per- 
sons divorced in the United States annu- 
ally was 60,484. Taking into account our 
increase of population since 1890, it must 
be approximately true that 75,000 persons 
will be divorced during the current year, 
in this country. 


"The increase of American divorces 


has been remarkably rapid. No longer 
ago than 1870 only 3£ per cent of mar- 
riages were dissolved by the courts. In 
1900 
the percentage was S, and if the 


same rate of increase is kept up the clos- 
ing year of the twentieth century will 
find 5S.S per cent of all American mar- 
riages dissolved by the courts. In other 
words, the year 2,000, if we go on as we 
.-are going, will find more divorced than 
married persons living in the country. 


"The divorces granted in all other civ. 


ilized countries put together do not equal 
the number granted in the United States. 
And while our population is growing at 
the rate of 23 per decade per annum, the 
number of divorced persons is increasing 
at the rate of nearly 70 per cent per de- 
-cade. All of which may well make sober- 
minded citizens, who understand that the 
strength of a nation is its marriage altars 
rather than its divorce courts, ask them- 
selves, Whither are we drifting.

In a Head End Collision Between 


Trolley Cars. 


•OTH MOTORMEN WERE KILLED. 


60 Frightful Was the Crash That Both 


Cars Wer* Torn Almost to Splinters. 
Motorman Neglected to Wait at th« 
Proper Switch. 
Albany- N. Y., May 27.—Electric cars 


racing for a switch, while running In 
opposite directions at the rate of 40 
miles an hour, cost fire lives yester- 
day afternoon by a terrific collision ID 
which over 40 prominent people were 
Injured, some fatally and others *eri 
ouely. 


The dead are: 
Frank Smith, motor- 


man; William Nichols, motormaa; 
Maud Kellogg, of Round Lake; Annie 
Rooney, of Stuyvesant Falls; David 
Mahoney, mate on the Dean Richmond. 


Fatally injured: 
George C. Barry 


Troy; Fred J. Smith, Albany. 


Seriously injured: William F. Bar- 


ry, Troy, cuts on head; Marie Barry, 
Troy, leg broken; George P. Bitiner, 
Moerville, cut and bruised; 
Isaac 


Blauvelt, leg broken; Dewltt C. Peltz, 
badly bruised; Charles Peltz. painful- 
ly bruised; Howard J. Rogers, bruised 
and cut; Mrs. H. J. Rogers, cut and 
bruised; John Rogers, leg broken; A. 
W. Crotsley, hurt internally; George 
Lane, badly cut; Fred Harzog, shoul- 
der dislocated. The last nine live In 
Albany. 


The scene of the accident was a 


point about two miles out of Green- 
bush, on the line of the Albany and 
Hudson railway. The point where the 
cars met on the single track was at a 
sharp curve, and so fast were both 
running and so sudden was the col- 
lision that the motormen never had 
time to put on brakes before the south 
bound car No. 22 had gone almost 
clean through north bound car No. 17 
and hung on the edge of a high bluff, 
with Its load of shrieking, maimed hu- 
manity. One motorman was pinioned 
up against the smashed front of the 
southbound car with both legs sever- 
ed and killed instantly, while the other 
one lived Jmt a few minutes. 


Fully 120 men. women and children 


formed a struggling, shrieking pyra- 
mid, mixed with blood, detached por- 
tions of human bodies and the wreck- 
age of the cars. 


Some of the more slightly injured of j 


the men extricated themselves and be- 
gan to pull people out of the rear ends 
of the two cars, and almost every one 
was taken out in this way. Nearly all 
were badly Injured. 


The few women and children who 


had escaped injury and death were 
hysterical and added their cries to the 
shrieks .of the dying and 
mutilated. 


Men with broken arms and bones, dis- 
located joints and bloody hands and 
faces tried to assist others who were 
more helpless. Help had been sum- 
moned from East Greenbush and vi- 
cinity, and in a little time the bruised 
mass of humanity, with the mutilated 
dead, were loaded on extra cars and 
brought to Albany. Here ambulances 
and physicians had been summoned 
and the postofflce turned into a morgue 
and hospital. As fast as the physicians 
could temporarily fix up the wound- 
ed they were taken to their homes or 
to the hospitals. 


With both motormen killed, It was 


hard to get at the real cause of the 
accident, but it is pretty well determin 
ed that it was caused by an attempt 
of the south bound car to reach a sec- 
ond switch, instead of waiting for the 
north bound at the first siding. 


The cars weigh 15 tons each, and are 


-the largest electric cars built, but so 
frightful was ths crash that both cars 
were torn almost to splinters. Both 
cars were filled with Sunday pleasure 
seekers returning from the new recrea- 
tion grounds that the railway had just 
ppened. 


Among the passengers on the south 


bound car was Deputy Superintendent 
Howard J. Rogers, of the state depart- 
ment of public instruction. He was ac- 
companied by Mrs. Rogers and their 
young son and daughter, all of whom 
were slightly Injured, with the excep- 
tion of the daughter. Speaking of the 
accident, Mr. Rogers said: 


"My recollection of what happened 


-as the cars came together Is rather 
vague. We, were proceeding south- 
ward at a very rapid rate of speed, our 
car being well filled with passengers, 
including many women and children. 
Fortunately, my wife, my children and 
myself were seated in the rear of the 
x»r. 
The car, I should say, accom- 


modated between 75 and a hundred 
•people. The accident occurred after 
we had passed a switch beyond which 
was a curve where the track skirts 
what appeared to be an embankment. 
•We did not seem to lessen speed as 
we neared this -curre. There was ab- 
solutely no warning, so far as my 
memory can recall, before the crash 
j«ame. Aa we dashed around the curve 
-the cars met with terrific force. With 
the velocity of a cannon ball the car in 
•which we were seated fairly ploughed 


the entire length of the other car be- 
fore it lost its impetus. 


"The crash ot the cars was succeed- 


ed by one of the most awful scenes I 
have ever witnessed, by the shrieks 
and groans of wounded men, women 
and children that lay scattered about 
the tracks or buried amid the debris. 
Mrs. Rogers, our two children and my- 
self, were hurled toward the front of 
the car over the seats and thrown into 
the aisle beneath a mass of debris, in 
which were buried dozens of other 
passengers. I have no recollection of 
how we managed to free ourselves 
from the wreckage. All of us but the 
boy, however, were able to help our- 
selves. He sustained a broken leg and 
had to be dug out of the mass of 
wreckage. 
Where the responsibility 


for the accident rests, I cannot say. 
It was said that our motorman ought 
to have waited for the down car, but 
that for some reason be concluded to 
take chances upon reaching the next 
switch. How much truth theie is in 
this story I cannot state." 


One of the pathetic incidents of the 


disaster was the death of Maude Kel- 
log. of Round Lake. She was on the 
south bound car with her fiancee, 
George C. Barry, of Troy, and 
Mr. 


Barry's father. When the crash came 
she was crushed to death almost in- 
stantly. 
Near her, pinned in by the 


broken wreckage, lay her sweetheart. 
Frantically he tried to reach her, his 
own agonies from internal injuries for- 
gotten. Finding he could not move he 
appealed to his father, who was ex- 
tricating himself, but the girl was 
dead. On the way to the city in the 
car he pleaded with those attending 
him to let him die. He will probably 
obtain his wish, for his injuries are 
pronounced fatal. 


Killed by Drinking Wood Alcohol. 
Hackensack. X. J.. May 27.—Two 


tramps who. with a third, have been 
camping in the v,-oods not far from 
here were killed yesterday as a result 
of drinking wood alcohol, and their 
companion is seriously ill from 
the 


same cause. The men have been in 
camp at West View for two weeks. 
Two of them were expert wood carvers 
and made fans and rustic work, while 
the third acted as salesman for the 
party. The salesman is the one who 
still lives. He says his name is H. 
Harvey, and that his mother lives in 
South Pittsburg. Tenn. He met the 
others some weeks ago and 
began 


tramping with them. One went by the 
name of "Fans." the other was known 
as "Rustic." An autopsy en the dead 
showed the fearful work of the fiery 
alcohol.

CAROLINA SENATORS RESIGN. 


Tillman and McLaurin Will Appeal to 


th« People. 


Columbia, S. C., May 27.—South Car- 


olina's senators, B. R. Tlllman and J. 
L. McLaurin. Saturday night mailed 
their joint resignations as United 
States senators to Governor McSwee- 
ney. 


They took this action in the heat of 


a furious debate. Tiilman taunted Mc- 
Laurin with betraying his party, and 
told him he ought to resign. 


McLaurin asked: "Why does not 


Tlllman offer to resign If I'm elected? 
He says if I'm elected the people will 
repudiate him. No; you'll not find Ben- 
jamin resigning. He is not that sort." 


Tillman, who was sitting near, 


sprang up and said: "I'll resign right j 
now. If you will, and we'll go before 
the people together." 


Senator McLaurin said he was will- 


ing, and the resignations were written 
and mailed. 


The senators have requested the 


governor not to appoint their succes- 
sors, as they desire to go before the 
people. 


Senator Tillman's term does not ex- 


pire till March. 1907, and McLaurin's 
term ends in 1903.

which, of course, you ought to pay. 
The gcvemment cleans up a neat little 
pile each year from dimes paid for 
special delivery stamps, receiving last 
year 5.191.000 pieces, and employing 
2173 
messenger boys to deliver them, 


the average time for the delivery of 
each letter being 15 minutes.

"I have known of tetanus poisoning 


from cuts made by fish fins and from 
lobster claws and from oyster or clam 
shell," said the doctor to a Sun report- 
er, "and I'd advise any one to suck a 
wound like that vigorously, the instant 
it is made. The poison isn't ordinarily 
on the fish or the shell, but it is on the 
dirty hands, and a fisherman is pretty 
likely to have dirty hands and to get 
occasional scratches in handling fish." 


The mosquito carries the tetanus 


bacillus along with other' germs, and 
in localities where the bacillus is 
plentiful cases of lockjaw for which 
no cause could at first be found have 
-been traced to mosquito bites. 


In violent cases of lockjaw the poi- 


son toxine may develop and produce 
alarming symptoms within a few 
hours after the entrance of the bacil- 
lus into the blcod, but in most cases 
the development is slow at the outset. 
The trouble shows first in a soreness 
and stiffness of the side neck muscles, 
and gradually slight spasms of the 
muscles appear.

Professor Pictet of Geneva is report- 


ed to have devised a new plan by 
which oxygen may be produced on the 
commercial scale and at a cost which 
will greatly increase Its use. "VThile in 
New York City. Professor Pictet dem- 
onstrated on the small scale a method 
for the production of oxygen, by bub- 
bling air through, liquid air, by which 
the air separated Into its two constit- 
uents; 
the 
nitrogen flowing out 


through a tube at the top of the cham- 
ber, and the oxygen through a tube 
at the bottom. Apparently, practical 
difficulties were encountered which 
prevented its application. 
His new 


method is to drive the air into a con- 
denser, which is cooled on the outside 
by liquid air. The low temperature 
causes the oxygen of the air to sepa- 
rate by gravity from the nitrogen. It 
Is then drawn off from the bottom of 
the condenser, and the nitrogen from 
the top, while any carbonic acid pres- 
ent, made liquid by the low tempera- 
ture, is drawn Into tubes. As a 500- 
horse power engine will make 500.000 
cubic feet of oxygen a day. It seems 
that the process is not expensive. 


Farm in jr in the Past Derade. 


The last 10 years have witnessed a 


great many changes In the number, 
size and location of farras. 
In the 


later settled states and territories 
many new farms were opened by set- 
tlement on the public domain. In the 
older settled sections of the Southern 
and North Central states a large num- 
ber of new farms were called Into be- 
ing by the subdivision of the old es- 
tates into smaller holdings. 
In the 


same parts of the country the area of 
improved land was considerably ex- 
tended and the value of farm invest- 
ments largely increased. The net ad- 
ditions to farm resources in the dec- 
ade, stated in mSilions of dollars, will 
exceed the reported valua of all farm 
investments in 1850. In other words, 
the increased wealth of our farmers, 
as the result of their last 10 years, 
labor, equals the farm wealth of the 
nation reported as the outcome of 
their toil and economies from the 
settlement at Jamestown to the middle 
of the 19th century. 


What has been the effect of these 


changes upon the social and economic 
conditions of the masses engaged in 
the cultivation of the soil? The peo- 
ple of this country are deeply inter- 
ested in the question, and for the an- 
swer thereto will eagerly scan the 
bulletins of the census of agriculture, 
which will begin to appear in a very 
few months.—Reviews of Reviews.
